In- 
terference in obtaining  assist- 
ance when seeking aid can be 
very costly both to life and prop- 
erty, therefore legislations has 
been provided for the assistance 
of those needing help during an 
emergency. 

Crimes against Health and 
Safety — Unit X — Penal Code: 

(a) Any person who shall re- 
fuse to immediately relinquish 
a party line when informed 
that such line is need for an 
emergency call, and in fast such 
line is needed for an emergen- 
cy call, to a fire department or 
police department or for medi- 
cal aid or ambulance service, 
shall be guilty of a misdemean- 
or. It is also a misdemeanor to 
secure the use of a party line 
by falsely stating that such line 
is needed for an emergency 
call, 
(b) Every person who goes to 
the scene of disaster, or stops 
at the scene of disaster, for the 
purpose of viewing the scene 
or the activities of the police, 
fire or other emergency depart- 
ments coping with the disaster 
in course of. their duties, unless 
it is part of the duties of such 
person’s employment to view 
such scenes or activities, and 
thereby impedes the perform- 
ance of emergency duties shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor.

Recently there has been some 
controversy over the new loca- 
tion of the Orientation Center for 
the Blind and the resettlement of 
a very few residents who are the 
vestiges of a out-moded and dis- 
) carded’ program. This controversy 
has been stirred up by a small 
jmumber of zealous individuals 
who have little knowledge of 
blindness or of programs for the 
blind. 


I wish to speak as a person 
with experience and knowledge in 
this field; not only am I blind but 
I have had many years working 
in programs of the blind. 

We now know that the blind 
are not all alike but rather a 
cross section representing every 
age range and every type person- 
ality. We also know that each in- 
| dividua! must dealt with in 
terms of his particular needs and 
special problems. When this i 
complished, the blind person can 
live in largely the same manner 
as he would have lived had he not 
been deprived of sight. This 
means a home, a job, a farnily —[ 
| being a part of the society, rather 
| than apart from it. Our State is 
now trying to furnish these facili- 
ties and goals and the blind of
